Abjure this Realm of England and all other the Queens Majeſties Dominions for 
ever, unleſs her Majelty ſhall licence the party-to return, And thereupon ſhalt 
depart out of this Realm, at ſuch Haven or Port, and within ſuch time as ſhall 
in that bebalf be aſſigned and appointed by the ſaid Juſtices before - whom ſuch 
abjurarion ſhall be made, unleſs the ſame offender be letted or ſtayed by ſuch 
lawful and reaſonable means or cauſes as by the Common Laws of this Realm are 
permitted and allowed in caſes of abjuration for Felony. And in ſuch Caſes of let 
or ſtay, then within ſuch reaſonable and convenient time after as the Common 
Law requireth in caſe of abjuration for felony as is aforeſaid.

_ abſenting my ſelf from Church, and from hearing Divine Service, contrary to the 
Godly Laws and Statutes of this Realm, and in uſing and frequenting diſordered 
and unlawful Conventicles and Aſſemblies, under pretence and colour of exerciſe of - 
Religion;, And I am heartily "= for the ſame, and do acknowledg and teſtifie in my 
Conſcience that no other Perſon hath or ought to have any Power or Authority over 
her Majeſty. And 1 do Promiſe and proteſt without any diſſimulation or any colour 
or means of any diſpenſation, that from henceforth I will from time to time obey and 
perform her Majeſties Laws and Statutes, inrepairing to the Church and hearing Di- 
vine Service, and do mine uttermoſt endeavour to maintain and defend the ſame, 

And that every Miniſter or Curate of every Pariſh where ſuch Submiſſion 
and Declaration of Conformity ſhall hereafter be ſo made by any ſuch Offender 
as aforeſaid, ſhall preſently enter the ſame into a Book to be kept in every 
Pariſh for that purpoſe, and within ten days next following, ſhall certifie the 
ſame in Writing to the Biſhop of the ſaid Dioceſs. * 

Provided nevertheleſs, that if any ſuch Offender after ſuch Submiſſion made 
aS1s aforeſaid, ſhall afterwards fall into Relapſe, or eftſoons, obſtinately 
refuſe to repair to ſome Church, Chappet, or uſual place of Common Prayer, 
to hear Divine Service, and ſhall forbear the ſame as aforeſaid, or ſhall come 
and be preſent at any ſuch Aſſemblies, Conventicles, and meetings, under colour 
or pretence of any Exerciſe of Religion, contrary to her Majeſties Laws and 
Statutes. That then every ſuch Offender ſhall lofe all ſuch benefit as he 
or ſhe might otherwiſe by yertue of this Act, have or enjoy by reaſon of their 
laid Submiſſion, and ſhall thereupon ſtand and remain ia (uch-plight, condition 

and 
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and degree to all intents, as though ſuch Submiſſion had never been made. 

And for that every Perſon having Houſe and Family, is in duty bounden to have 
ſpecial regard of the gaod Government and ordering of the ſame ; Be it enaCt- 
ed by the Authority aforeſaid, that if any Perſon or Perſons ſhall at any time 
hereafter, relieve, maintain, retain or keep in his or their Houſe or otherwiſe, 
any perſon which ſhall obſtinately refuſe ro come to ſome Church; Chappe!, or 
uſual place of Common Prayer to hear Divine Service, and ſhall forbear the 
ſame by the ſpace of a Month together, contrary to the Laws and Statutes of 
this Realm, tat then every Perſon which ſhall ſo relieve, maintain, retain, or 
keep any ſuch Perſon offending as aforeſaid, after notice thereof to him or 
them given by the Ordinary of the Dioceſs, or any Juſtices of the Aſſizes of the 
Circuic, or any Jultice of Peace of the County, or the Miniſter, Curate, or 
Church- wardens of the Pariſh where ſuch perſon ſhall then be, or by any of them, 
ſhall forfeit ro the Queens Majeſty for every perſon ſo relieved, 'maintained, re- 
tained or kept after ſuch notice as aforeſaid, Ten Pounds for every Month, 
oy - or they ſhall ſo relieve, maintain, retain or keep any ſuch perſon ſo 
OnNending. 

Provided nevertheleſs, that this Act ſhall not in any wiſe extend to Puniſh or 
impeach any Perſon or Perſons for relieving, maintaining, or keeping his or 
their Wive, Father, Mother, Child or Children, Wardes, Brother or Siſter, 
or his Wives Father or Mather, not having any certain place of Habitation of 
their own, or the Husbands or Wives of any of them, or for relieving, main- 
taining, or Keeping any ſuch perſon as ſhall be Committed by Authority to the 
Cuſtody of any by whom they ſhall be ſo relieved, maintained or kept, any thing 
in this Act contained to the contrary notwithſtanding. | 

And for the more ſpeedy levying and recovering for and by the Queens Majeſty. 
of all and Singular the Pains, Duties, Forfeitures and Payments, which at any 
time hereafter ſhall accrue, grow or be payable by vertue of this. Act, or of the 
Statutes made inthe 23rb. year of her Majeſties Reign concerning Recuſants : 
Be ir Enacted by the Auchority aforeſaid, that all and every the ſaid Pains, Du- 
ties, Forteitures, and Payments, ſhall and may be recovered and levied to her -

their due Obedience \, Be it enatted by the Authority of this preſent Parlia- 
ment that this Att (viz. 35 of Eliz.) as well as the other there recited Statutes and 
Atts, ſhall be by Authority of this preſent Parliament revived, continued, and endure in 
force and effett until the end of the next Parliament next enſuing. 

The next Parliament was begun and holden at Weſtminſter the 27th .day of 
Ofober in the 43th of Eliz. and there continued until the Diſlolutien thereof, be- 
ing the 19th of December next following, Anno 1601. And there in the 9th Chap. 
ter, Sect. 18. this 35 Ehz is again continued by the Statute Intituled, An AC 
for continuance of divers Statutes, and for repeal of ſome others. As the 27. 
Se. of the ſaid Aft does make to appear. The words are theſe, Be it enatted 
by the Authority of this preſent Parliament, that the ſame ſhall be continued and [re- 
main in force until the end of the firſt Seſſion of the next Parliament. 

At the Parliament begun and holden at Weſtminſter the 19th day of March, 
the firſt year of King James, and there continued until the 7th of Fly, Anno 
1604 and then prorogued until the 7tþ of February next following, which 
ended that Seſlion. 

- In the 25eþ Chapter Intituled, An Aft for continuing and reviveing of di. 

vers Statutes, and for repealing of ſome others, in Set. the 13th and the 24th 
this 35 Zliz. and among divers Acts, is again continued in theſe words, viz.
